Two white men, one negro woman 
and a negro man are known to 
be dead while it is believed that 
there are many other casualties as 
a result of a race trouble 
last 
night and eayly today a t Rose Wood 
twelve miles from here. 
W ith 
the 
exception 
of 
three 
buildings, the 
entire 
village was 
burned by a mob shortly after day­ 
break, according to available 
re­ 
ports here. 
A party of citizens from Sumner 
went to Rose Wood late last night 
to investigate reports that two ne­ 
groes sought in connection with an 
attack upon a white woman at Sum­ 
ner Monday were concealed in a 
house there. Upon the approach of 
the party, the negroes without warn 
ing opened 
fire, 
killing 
outright 
two persons and wounding four, one 
of them probably fatally. 
It was later developed that twen­ 
ty-one heavily armed negroes were 
in the house and citizens immedi­ 
ately established a cordon around 
it and opened fire with every con­ 
ceivable kind of fire arms. 
At 
four 
o’clock 
this 
morning, 
according to information here, the 
ammunition of the attackers had 
become exhausted and the depart­ 
ure 
of 
many 
for 
fresh 
supplies 
gave the besieged negroes an op­ 
portunity to escape. Their depart­ 
ure was discovered at daybreak. 
The vacated house contained the 
bodies of two negro women and one 
negro man who had been 
killed 
by 
bullets 
which 
penetrated 
the 
walls or entered the place through 
windows. 
Blood stains indicated that sev­ 
eral of those who 
escaped 
were 
wounded. 
Immediately 
afterwards, 
accord­ 
ing to word received from 
the 
scene, the mob began firing thfc 
buildings of the village. Every stru­ 
cture except the grocery store, the 
residence of the grocer and the re­ 
sidence of another white man were 
destroyed. While the viRa^e was in- 
flames, it is said, members of the 
mob fired upon the negroes fleeing 
from their homes. The result was 
not known here.

Natural Enemy of Weevil. 
<Now that I have given you the 
best method that I know of in com­ 
batting with the boll weevil, also 
told how to prepare and cultivate for 
best results, I now want to tell you 
about the natural enemy of the boll 
weevil, which has in some badly in­ 
fested localities put the weevil out 
of business for a few years at a 
time, or until this enemy (a para­ 
site) would become extinct, until a 
new crop 
of 
weevil 
should 
be 
brought up again, usually by the 
ehp shod methods employed by the 
farmers, 
in 
growing their crops, 
some places in Texas and Louisiana 
too, I think have 
experienced 
a 
scourge of weevil for several years 
at a time, when suddenly they would 
disappear, only to return again in a 
fw years, or when 
this 
parasite, 
which in turn was starved out, by 
lack of weevil on which to feed. 
Why the 
authorities 
on 
cotton 
growing and boll 
weevil 
control, 
have been so slow to acknowledge 
his presence or so loath to give rec­ 
ognition to the effectiveness of his 
work, is something I cannot under­ 
stand, I fully believe this parasite 
will and would have held his own, 
with the boll weevil, had tho farm­ 
er done his duty by clean and thor- 
cugh methods* of farming. 
My first knowledge of the exist­ 
ence of this parasite was obtained 
in the year 1916, while I was man­ 
ager of “The Allendale Plantation” 
in Louisiana near Shreveport. I had 
a dozen jars of boll weevil under 
observation when I noticed that the 
weevil in one began to sicken and 
die .I discovered this parasite at 
work, as he would attack the weevil 
and lay his egg, at the juncture of 
the weevil's wing with his body. 
When this egg would hatch, the tiny 
worm so small it was difficult to see 
would bore into the weevil’s body, 
and feed upon his vitals, and the 
weevil would soon die. I kept this 
jar containing the parasites, replen­ 
ished with weevils taken from the 
other jars, until squares formed on 
the new crop in 1917. 
Proves Parasite’s Mission. 
I have proven beyond a doubt 


that this parasite’s mission on earth 
was to kill boll weevil, for every 
adult weevil I placed in that jar 
had surely entered the death cham­ 
ber, anc died in from 8 
to 
IO 
days after being placed* in the jar. 
In the 
spring 
I 
placed 
infested 
squares in the jar, and found that 
the parasite would lay its eggs 
the puncture made by the boll wee­ 
vil when it laid its egg, when the 
parasite egg hatched, the larva would 
enter the square, and feed upon the 
larva of the weevil. The adult para­ 
site (which is a tiny gnat or fly) 
lays its egg on the adult weevil, as 
described above, or on the puncture 
of the infested square and the lar­ 
va will enter the square and feed 
upon the weevil larva. Just why en­ 
tomologists have never seen fit to 
tell you about this weevil enemy, is 
a mystery to me, and I leave it for 
you to solve. When you find this 
parasite at work in fields, stop plow­ 
ing or dragging at once, but keep 
up the brushing off the infested 
squares. The same cultivation that 
will kill the weevil will kill the 
parasite, but if you keep on brush­ 
ing I think the embryo parasite 
will kill the embryo weevil. I think 
there will be enough sustenance left 
in the fallen squares to make suf­ 
ficient growth of the weevil larva. 
to mature the parasite. 
Calicum Arsenate Expensive. 
It is also my belief that the use 
of calcium 
arsenate, 
applications 
will prove very expensive, experi­ 
ments; not only in considering the 
first cost of same and cost of ap­ 
plying it, but you will kill the para­ 
site, which is nature’s means of 
controlling the weevil. 
Use 
your 
surplus energy in cleaning up yo lf 
land, and preparing your ground, 
abd cultivate your crop understand­ 
ingly. You wouldn’t kill the goose 
that 
laid the golden 
egg, would 


you? Then don’t kill with calcium 
arsenate, the parasite that will rid 
your fields of the boll weevil.
